as poſſible all the foreign Troops, Baron 
Kirchner who was to have fet out the roth 
€ Inftane from Utrecht for Vienna, is ſtill 


c there ; and tis now talked he will firſt 


* ſend a Courier to the Emperour and wait 
* his return: The Earl of Strafford conti- 
* nues his Endeavours to that Mini- 
© fter to flay, giving him ſome kind of Hope 
€ that France will foften the Conditions 
to the Emperour and Empire. 
There is no Account’ yet of the In- 
c tentions of the four Circles of the Rhine 
© affembled at Hailbron. The laſt Letters 
from Vienna, of the 29th paft, fay no- 
thing, either of the Arrival of Count Sin- 
© zendorf, or of the Departure of Prince 
Eugene; mean while the Prefence of 
that Prince at Hailbron isneceffary, to fe- 
‘cond there the Defigns of the Empe- 
* rour. 


Utrecht, May 12. The Minifters of Sa- 
* voy were the firft to exchange the Ratifi- 
* cations of their Peace with France, havi 
done it the 6th Inſtant at the Marſbal d 
© Uxelles’s Houfe. The gth the Miniſters 
* Plenipotentiaries of Great- Britain exchan- 
* ged cheirs at the Lord Biſhop of Briftol’s 
* Houfe ; and thoſe of the King of Pruffia 
exchanged cheirs the 11th at che Earb of 
© Strafford’s Houfe. All was done without 
Ceremony. The Elector of Bavaria Re- 
© nunciation of the Spaniſſ Netherlands be- 
ing arrived, it has occafioned an Incident 
* which at firft ſurprized the Miniflers of 
this State: For when the Plenipecen- 
* tiaries of France fhewed to the latter 
„the faid Ac of Renuhciation, turning 


over the Leaves of it, and letting them 
* fee the Eleétor’s Hand and Seal at the 
End of it, the States Plenipotentiaries 
* defired to hear it read, that they might 
be affured it was in due Form: To this 
* thofe of France anfwered, that the Treaty 
did not oblige chem to that, but they 
* would aſſure them it was conformable to 
* the Tenour of the Treaty of Peace: So 
they folded up the faid Act of Renunciati- 
on, and having incloſed it in a Cover 
€ fealed with their Seal, they put it into the 
Hands of the Plenipotentiaries of Great- 
Britain. Upon the whole, tis the gene- 
* ral Opinion however, that the Ratifica- 
tions between France and this State, will 
Abe exchanged before Night ſtill. Be- 
‘ fides the Conditions propoſed by France 
‘to the Emperour and Empire, the 
* Baron de Malkneche, Minifter of the 
Elector of Bavaria newly arrived here, de- 
‘ mands the Marquiſate of Burgau for his 
* Matter, and a Right to puta Garrifon into 
* Ausbourg, which is a free Imperial City. 


Jo alleviate this, tis infinuated that France 


‘ will admit that the City of Mantua thall 
be garrifoned Half with Imperialiſts and 
Half with neutral Troops, nay poſſibly 
may agree that the whole Garrifon ſhall be 
* Imperialifts ; That as to Comachio the 
Court of France will de ſiſt from intermed- 
‘ dling in that Affair; And as for the Re- 
* ftitution of the Prince of Mirandola, that 
Court may content it felf with an Equi- 
‘ valent. “Tis added, that as to the Empire 

‘the King of France will perhaps Lesch 
‘ from the Expreffion that the Rhine ſhall 


* ferve for the Barrier between che Empire 


and France, and content hiowfelf wich the 
* Renovation of the Treaty of Ryſwick, 
wich the Additions contained in che Terms 
ol Peace laſt propoſed. 5
